SURFACING OF 


SOUTH ROADS 
STARTS SOON 


Tourist Highways Will Be 


Improved, Fallow An- 


Included in the Dominion-pro- 
vincial government’ tourist high- 
ways development program, the 
Lethbridge-Macleod highway will 
be surfaced this year, with work 
commencing as soon aa possible, 
Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of 
public works announced on Wed- 
nesday. 

From the appropriations by the 
two governments for tourist high- 
way work, $40,000 has been allocated 
for conditioning of the grade and 
surfacing of the stretch from Leth- 
bridge to Monarch. 

Mr. Fallow said that efforts would 
be put forth to give blotter treat 
ment to the whole highway this 
year. 

Tt was also stated by Mr. Fallow 
that the tourist highway program 
includes blottering of that section 
of highway, from 10 to 12 miles 
long, between Frank and Biair- 
more. It is said that many com- 
plaints regarding dust have been 
made in respect to this streich. 

Immediately west of this city, 
work has commenced on the sur- 
facing of the Jasper highway and 
this will be centinued west as 
far as Spruce Grove. 

Toward the end of this week. Mr. 
Fallow plans to inspect highways 
in the southern part of the province 
and in this trip, he expects to be 
accompanied by G. H. N. Monkman, 
deputy minister of public works.

Japan To Prevent Aid For 
Suffering In Bombed 
Cities 


SHANGHAI, May 10—A Jap- 
Qnese «spokesman announced 
Tuesday that hereafter Japan 
would prevent third-power relief 
Organizations from supplying 
food and medicines to Chinese 
tefugees in cities under attack. 
The spokesman’s statement ap- 
Plied specifically to Ningpo, in 
Chekiang province 100 miles south 
of Shanghai, and nearby ports. 

Asked about refusal of Japan- 
ese to permit landing at Ningpo 
of 300 bags of United States Red 
Cross rice and quanties of 
medical supplies purchased with 
American funds, the spokesman 
said: “The policy of the Japancse 
navy is to prevent the landing of 
such supplies.”

Security First 


Western members at Ottawa have been 
hearing from back home, to the effect 
that farmers in the dry belt are very 
strongly in favor of the acre bonus plan. 
Which means they are thinking more 
about security than profits. The bonus 
will assure them an income in years when 
crops fail or are light. 

To the farmer who has no fear of crop 
failure, the 70 cent base price for wheat 
may seem sufficient or insufficient, ac- 
cording to where he farms, how he farms, 
and to what extent he feels the taxpayers 
should underwrite his business—as they 
have done the business of other and more 
prosperous classes. But on the acre bonus 
question there does not seem to be much 
room for difference of opinion. The farm- 
er who does not reap a crop, or gathers 
only a few bushels to the acre, cannot be 
saved by any fixed price. Insurance 
of an income that will take care of his fa- 
mily and keep him in possession of his 
property is for him the matter of first 
consideration; and over a large area in 
the west expectation of anything better 
than a meagre harvest has withered 
away in successive years of drought. 

Since the bonus is payable in respect 
to land sown to crops of any kind, those 
who have found wheat-growing too risky 
in their particular localities are given en- 
couragement to sow part of their land to 
feed crops requiring less moisture, and to 
keep some Stock. It is not strange that 
the bonus feature of the new policy should 
engage more attention than the initial 
price in those parts of the country. 


Peace-Makers Not Wanted 


A suggestion that the British Govern- 
ment would willingly arrange arbitration 
of the Danzig issue was greeted by the 
Nazi press in the way it treats all offers 
of third-party mediation in disputes pro- 
voked by the Fuehrer’s demands. The pro- 
posal was rejected with sneers and abuse. 

The response would have been the 
same had the offer come from any other 
government not a member of the aggres- 
sors’ alliance. The tone is no different 
and the language no more insulting than 
addressed to President Roosevelt when he 
invited Herr Hitler to cease from brigand- 
age and open the way for a peaceful ad- 
justment of international differences. 
There is probably only one statesman 
or government in the world whose ser- 
vices in the capacity of peace-maker 
would be acceptable to the Fuehrer; his 
Italian ally in the conspiracy to plunder. 
And it is doubtful if he would trust even 
Mussolini to make terms regarding Dan- 
zig. 

There is no reason to suppose the 
Fuehrer wants war, or ever did want it. 
He wants territory, and has been willing 
to risk war to get it. But he is driving 
into a position in which war or a back- 
down will be the only alternatives open 
to him. The powers have been told that 
offers to negotiate peaceful settlements 
are useless where his plans for expansion 
are involved. Such offers are likely to be 
few in future. The nations can only con- 
clude that nothing but an array of su- 
perior force will put a stop to the lawless- 
ness, whether or not the force will have 
to be actually employed. 


Jasper’s Turn for Attention 


The Jasper Highway Committee have 
been looking up the record, and find that 
since 1930 there has been spent in the de- 
velopment of Banff park $1,604,115 more 
than in the development of Jasper Park 
—including in each case the proportionate 
cost of the Lake Louise-Jasper highway. 
The total outlay on the southern park was 
nearly twice that on the northern park. 

If the research were carried farther 
back, the disproportion would be greater 
still, The Dominion has been spending 
money on the Banff park for a half cen- 
tury, and must have spent there many 
times the amount spent in the Jasper 
park. And since outside tourists come 
mainly from the United States, it was 
logical that park development should be 
carried on first and most actively in the 
park lying nearest to the U. S. border. 

But the time has come to modify that 
policy by extending the operations north- 
ward, Jasper will be available to U. S. 
tourists next summer, over the Lake 
Louise-Jasper highway. Steps should be 
taken this summer to prepare for the 
push that is expected. It is time also to

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provide a highway from Edmonton to 
Jasper comparable to that from Calgary 
to Banff. 

Unless this is done during the present 
year, and suitable accommodation also 
provided at Jasper, next year's antici- 
pated rush over the Lake Louise highway 
may be disappointing—and only a veri- 
table “flood” of tourists over that high- 
way can justify the money spent in build- 
ing it. Just as it was in order to pro- 
ceed first with the development of the 
Banff park, it is now in order to proceed 
with the development of Jasper and to 
complete the highway from Edmonton. 


There Has to Be a Limit 


One western member, a Liberal by the 
way, thinks it is useless to set a limit of 
5,000 bushels as the amount of wheat 
each farmer my sell to the wheat board 
at the initial price of 70 cents. Farmers 
having more than this amount, he says, 
will sell the surplus in the names of sons, 
brothers, neighbors, or hired men, and 
thereby defeat the purpose in view. 

Perhaps some will. It is idle to sup- 
pose there is no farmer who would 
cheat the Government if he got a chance, 
seeing so many of those in other occupa- 
tions conspire to do so, But the propor- 
tion must be supposed to be small; and 
if a 5,000 bushel limit could not be en- 
forced neither could a limit of twice the 
amount. 

If the objection is sound, it simply 
means that the Government must set an 
initial price for all wheat or for none. And 
in the present temper of the taxpayers in 
the older provinces, an attempt to set an 
initial price of even 70 cents for all the 
wheat that could be grown in the west 
would produce something in the nature of 
a revolt. No one surely can have forgot- 
ten what Premier Hepburn of Ontario 
said about the fixed price last year for 
western wheat; and whatever may be 
thought of the Premier’s political ideas, 
no one can doubt that he knows the On- 
tario taxpayer—who with the Quebec 
taxpayer elects a majority of the mem- 
bers of the House of Commons. 

That the initial price should be 
80 cents rather than 70 can be argued 
with a chance of acceptance in the older 
provinces; but a proposal to take off the 
limit and guarantee any price for all 
western wheat would be inviting resist- 
ance in the part of the Dominion which 
holds political control. 


Windsor had a unique celebration on 
Saturday, to mark the disappearance of 
street cars from the last line on which 
they have been operating.

“Bloody, But Unbowed” 


In spite of the fact that the year which had 
just come to a close had been one of the most 
trying ones in the history of the Chinese Re- 
public, the spirit of the Chinese people remains 
unshaken, and their determination to bring the 
war to a successful conclusion remains as strong 
as ever. This fact is emphasized by the mani- 
festo issued by Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
to the intelligentsia of China “to help the gov- 
ernment in conscription and economic develop- 
ment for increasing China's power of resistance 
and accelerating national reconstruction.” The 
Generalissimo states that, after nineteen months 
of effort, the Japanese have sunk deeper than 
ever in the mire and that the country that is so 
greedy to try to occupy China is now on the 
very abyss of national and economie disaster. 
More than a year—almost two—have passed 
since the first shots were fired at Lukouchiao 
(Marco Polo Bridge)—vast tracts of territory 
have been overrun by the invaders and many 
once-prosperous towns have been reduced to 
ruins, but the uncrushable spirit of the Chinese 
remains not only unbroken but also unbent, and 
Chinese citizens worthy of that name, be they 
from the government, the fighting forces or the 
masses, have not even been heard to murmur a 
complaint against the hardships forced upon 
them. With characteristic stoic calm, they have 
one and all tightened their belts and set to the 
task of driving out the enemy in real earnest. 
—Hong Kong Press. 


Mr. King’s Role in the Royal Visit 


There has been some very stupid and un- 
worthy sniping about the decision of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie King to accompany Their Majesties 
throughout the whole of their tour of Canada. It 
has been said that the Prime Minister is out for 
notoriety and publicity, that there is no need 
for him to do what he proposes to do, that there 
are many other ways in which the matter of suit- 
able escort could be arranged. 

Mr. King replied effectively to his critics a 
few days ago. He pointed out that the business 
of the country was not to be in any way affected 
by his absence from the capital; that there was 
no intention of trying to rush Parliament 
through its work; that he was prepared to meet 
the wishes of the House of Commons in the 
matter of either adjournment or prorogation. But 
he fairly set forth his determination to proceed 
from coast to coast with the King and Queen. In 
this he was, we think, right. 

During the debate on the subject in the House, 
Mr. King pointed out the following important 
aspect of the question: 


It is a constitutional custom which has 
been observed for not only years but cen- 
turies that the Sovereign, when he travels in 
respect to matters of an official nature, mat- 
ers of state, should be accompanied by at 
least one of his constitutional advisers and 
should not at any time be left without some 
minister of the Crown with whom he may 
confer on questions which may require the 
advice -f his ministers. ...I have not the 
least doubt that His Majesty is looking for- 
ward to different ministers of the Crown 
being with him as he passes through the 
different provinces of the Dominion. That is, 
I think, a courtesy and a constitutional re- 
sponsibility which ought to be observed. But 
I have had to ask myself the question, 
whether, all circumstances considered, an 
arrangement of that kind would suffice, in 
the eyes of the people of Canada and peoples 
in other parts of the Empire, to meet the 
obligation which will rest upon the Govern- 
ment at the time of the royal visit. I rather 
believe the people of Canada will expect the 
Prime Minister, simply because he is Prime 
Minister, to be the one who will accompany 
the King in the course of his visit throughout 
Canada.

If we are to choose between Mr. King and 
some other member of the Canadian Govern- 
ment accompanying His Majesty, the people of 
this country would, we think, choose Mr. King. 
No lesser compliment (even if no other reason 
existed) would dictate that choice. The rare 
distinction of having a visit from Their Majes- 
ties is something which should and will receive 
a full measure of appreciation from the people of 
Canada. 

Since therefore we may assume that Mr. 
King is the best Canadian choice, the only ef- 
fective alternative otherwise available would be 
that His Majesty should be accompanied by one 
of his British ministers. This suggestion has 
very properly been rejected. Canada is a self- 
governing Dominion, fully autonomous’ inside 
the British Commonwealth, and when His Maj- 
esty pays a visit to his kingdom of Canada it is 
constitutionally proper that his escort should be 
a Canadian minister, The choice of a British 
minister would be constitutionally indefensible. 
It would be the badge of a status of colonial in- 
feriority which now lies far behind us. Our na- 
tional sentiment and our constitutiona] position 
together dictate that the procedure chosen is the 
right one to follow.

There is a further constitutional consideration 
which is not to be forgotten, and this also was 
pointed out to the House of Commons by Mr. 
King. The times are dangerous and critical, 
So long as His Majesty is in this country, the 
post usually held by the viceroy is taken over by 
the King himself. In the event of the sudden 
emergence of some situation in Europe, it is con- 
stitutionally correct and important that His Maj- 
esty, travelling in his realm of Canada, should 
have the immediate opportunity (in Mr. King's 
words) “of conferring with the Prime Minister 
of the part of his realm which he had come to 
visit, or with his Secretary of State, who, so far 
as Canada is concerned, is responsible for ad- 
vising on externa! affairs.” 

To some minds this argument will be cone 
sidered a mere empty figment of out-worn 
forms. But no country should know better than 
Canada that constitutional problems are of prim- 
ary importance in our national growth. The 
position of the Crown towards the United King- 
dom and the self-governing Dominions over 
which it stands is a symbol of the greatest im- 
portance and vitality in our own future growth. 
To deny its importance makes a mockery not 
only of the British Commonwealth but of our 
own national development.

If you have an authentic baby 
coiffure, no hair on your head is 
any more than two inches long 
Such short locks certainly present 


| no washing or dtying problem 


After a thorough shampoo, sim- 
ply pour a bit of wave-set lotion 
on your short hair, use one of the 
new curler gadgets to make little 

nglets all over your head. Pin 
these securely and leave the pins 


in until your hair is dry. Afterward, | 


brush hair upward, then wsé one 
forefinger and a tail comb to make 
soft baby curls. 


| For an up-and-down, put long | 
ends at the back and a forelock | 
of shorter hait at the front on ¢url- 
ers. Now smooth down hair on top 
and back of the head and tie a rib-| 
bon around head at bottom of the | 
fiat area and just above the back | 
curlers.
